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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

In linel, "the invention controls" is a phrase, which can be implied. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite since it is not clear if the control of the air fiiel ratio is started based 
on the predetermined value of connected load, or on the detection signal of the oxygen density or 
both. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kotani et al. 
(US 6,630,816) in view of Cheng (US 5,170,622). 

Kotani et al disclose a generator 12 driven by an engine 1 1, an oxygen density sensor 37 
controlling the air-fiiel ratio wherein the engine is controlled so as to generate alternating current 
output according to number of revolutions and load which magnitude is more than a 
predetermined value is connected to the generator, a control of the air-fiiel ratio to the engine 
based on a detection signal of the oxygen density sensor when started, wherein when an electric. 
However, Kotani et al. do not disclose the engine generator rotating almost at a constant speed 
and starting the oxygen sensor with a load connected to the generator being of magnitude above 
than the predetermined value. 

Cheng discloses in column 9, lines 20-22 the engine generator being operated at constant 
speed when used for power generation. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to design the system as taught by Kotani et al. and to provide operate the 
turbine generator at constant speed as taught by Cheng for the purpose of synchronizing the 
generator with the distribution system before connecting it to domestic load or commercial 
power network. It is further well known in the art to load the generation with a minimum load 
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after synchronized switching and than to maintain the load level according to system 
requirements 

It would have been furthermore obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to select such minimum load at the level that assures the optimum 
operating temperature of 400°F of the oxygen density sensor to start the sensor, since it has been 
held that discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill 
in the art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). 

Prior Art
